Join W. JvDao*, Esq., President of the 
Societv, presided On calling the meeting to 
order, ho mads a brief address, shnwing the dif- 
ficulties and embarrassments under which the 
Society had labored during the past year, owing 
to florae-failures and informalities at the annual 
meeting, all of which had been surmounted, — 
Tbc prospects of the Society at the present 
lilH was represented as flattering. Mr. Jud- 
*o$, (aa those acquainted with tho condition of 
the Society at the time he was called to preside 
over it, well know,) has bad a Herculean task 
to perform. He succeeded, in our estimation, 
witb much credit to himself and the entire sat- 
isfaction of the Society. Au important part of 
the business of the meeting, was tho revision of 
tho Constitution and the adoption of a '*ode of 
By-Laws. A New Constitution, Sit-, was re- 
prwtod fcy Hamilton Muhray, Esq., from a 
Committee appointed for that purpose, which 
we shall publish as soon as a copy is furnished.

Fulton was selected as the place for holding 
tho next Annual Fair, Cattle Show, Plowing 
Match, Stc, &c, providing our citizens will as- 
sume the responsibility of providing and fitting 
up suitable grounds, "buildings for exhibitions, 
&c. We think we can safely pledge Fulton in 
that respect. The character and liberality of 
icr citizens, are too well known to admit of a 
doubt. We appeal to our citizens, when the 
time comes, to sustain the good opinion formed 
of them by their neighbors. 

With regard to the utility of such organiza- 
tions, when efficient and well conducted, we 
think there can be but little doubt. Every 
thing that creates an interest in, and has aten- 
dency to improve the state of agriculture, is a 
blessing to the community. We should be glad 
to seo a more general interest manifested" by all 
-classes, and especially by the practical farmers 
of our County, in this Society. 

One idea, however, baa suggested itself to 
a?, which we will present. Is not the field 
covered by the County Society too large for 
corjvemeace f Are there not conflicting inter- 
ests aud feelings occasioning drfficii.'.Vies, that 
might be obviated by a. division of tho County 
into two Societies, thus rendering each more ef- 
" flcient and practical ? In order to do the full- 
est amount of good possible, it ia important that 
the farmers and artizans of the remotest towns 
should be interested, and that that interest 
should be sustained. Hannibal, Sandy Creek. 
' Constantia, &c, have just as much claims on 
: the Society, as Volney, Mexico or Oswego.' 
'"Yet by their remoteness from the places where 
■ the Annual Fairs and business meetings maybe 
..held, are deprived of their benefits, or their 
members compelled to sustain an onerous bi 
' deD. Sappose an annual Fair should be held 
in Hannibal, one of tho first farming towns in 
the county, arid by her contributions and mem. 
bersbip she may be entitled to that privilege, 
how many of the farmers of Saudy Creek would 
be able to attend and compete for the prizes. — 
And the reverse ; should the Fair bo held in 
Sandy Creek, or even Pulaski, the Western 
and South-western extremes of the county are 
cut off. Neat stock, Swine, Sheep, Sic, can 
not be driven 30 and 40 miles iu hot weather 
without great injury and a trouble that farm- 
ers will not undertake for the slight induce- 
mentsoffered. Wo wilt suppose the County 
Social : resolved into two distinct organizations, 
taking for their respective limits, what is com- 
monly denominated " Jury Districts." In 
the 'Western Society there would not be a town 
included, in which there could not be held a 
Fa'ir without much inconvenience to the others. 
Should the Fair be held at Haunibalville, there 
4re plank roads leading to it from every other 
extremity, aud the distance \a notgreat. Should 
'it be held in Palermo, Phceuix, Oswego, Scriba 
'-Corners, New Haven, or elsewhere, the same is 
true. Fulton would be the most central point, 
snd would be accessible to and from the ex- 
tremes. And what would be true of the West- 
ern jurisdiction would also be true of the East- 
ern. Could such an arrangement take place 
amicablv; we opino that.more men would be en- 
listed iu sustaining each , than are now annually 
.members of the existing Society. The Fairs 
wculd bo better: sustained and attended, and 
f.ae ppWe'of usefulness would be greatly ex- 
U«d«d sad p«rp«tHat*d. We think so, beoauM 



we know that a farmer dislikes to pay his mon-' 
ey lor an enterprise, when the chances are that 
*be Operations of that enterprise arc liable to 
bo carried so far from his residence that it will 
I be impossible for him to participate in £hera\ 
j without serious inconvenience and burdenson -, 
I expense. Those thoughts have suggested them- 
selves to us, and we'throw them out, with all 
due deference, for the consideration of more 
experienced members of the Society. 



Scientific Lectures. 

■ R*v. *jVbi Mattison commeawn uu auuu- 
al Course of Lectures on Astronomy, at the 
Seminary, on Wednesday of this week. His 

consists of sixty-eight students, besides 
citizens not attending school. Prof. M. has a 
Refracting Telescope, of considerable power, 
through which, when the weather is favorable, 
tho memberB of his class are treated to telescopic 
views of the Heavenly Bodies. The present 
course of eight lectures 13 to be followed by an- 
other of the same number, upon Natural Phil- 
osophy, accompanied by experiments. Five 
hundred dollars worth of new apparatus has 
been purchased during the past year, by Prof. 
Mattison, which will afford him rare facilities 
for illustrating his Lectures. 

Such r ourses of Lectures are not -Only ex- 
treme!) '!!• 'i rusting and instructive to citizens 
who may attend them, but must be of great 
utility in an Institution of Learning, in facili 
tating the progress and perfecting the knowl 
edge of students, in those sublime studies.

Resolved, That whatever is dear in the nam 
of Liberty — whatever is terrible and agonizing 
in the wrong inflicted upon chattelised and op- 
pressed humanity — whatever is lovely or desi- 
rable in the peace and quiei of the domestic 
circle, or horrible in its violation— whatever if 
elevating in intelligence or degrading in igno- 
rance — whatever is sacred in Christianity— what- 
ever is imperative in the sanctions of the gos- 
pel of liie Son of God — whatever is authorita- 
tive in Heaven or obligatory upon earth— call 
as imperatively upon us, to-duv, to prosecute 
with unatsting zeal and self-sacrifice, our war- 
fare against tke oppressions of mankind, wher- 
ever and by whomsoever perpetrated, as whan 
the first bugle blast of Freedom from the lips 
of Wm. Loyd Garrison, broke in terror upon 
the affrighted ear of Slavedom. 

Resolved, That the ballot,

The "Duke of Richmond's home farm, at 
Goodwood, 60 miles from London, consists of 
23,000 acres, or over 35 square miles. And' 
this is in crowded l^ngland, which has a popu- 
lation of 16,000,000 and an area of only 50,000 
square miles, or 32,000,000 of acres, givin. 
were the land equally divided, but two acres t 
each inhabitant. The residence of the Duke 
is a perfect palace. One extensive hall is cov- 
ered with yellow silk and pictures hi the rich- 
est and most eostly tapestry. The dishes and* 
plates upon the table arc all of porcelain, silver 
and goid. Twenty-five raoe-hcr^eastandrin'the 
stable, each being assigned to the- eare of a spe- 
cial groom. A grotto near the house, the la- 
dies spent six years ia adorning. An aviary is 
supplied with almost every kind' of rare aud el- 
egant birds. I*arge herds of cattle, sheep, and 
deer, are spread over the immense lawns. 

The Duke of Devonshire's place, at Chata- 
worth, is said to exceed in magnificence any 
other in the kingdom. The income of the 
Duke is oae million of dollars a year, and he is 
said to spend it all. In tfte grounds a"bout his 
" ouse, are kept four hundred head of cattle and 
fourteen deer. The kitchen garden contains 
twelve acres, and is filled with almost every 
species ef fruits- and : vegetables. A v&starborc- 
coiroected with the establishment is design- 
ed to contain a sample of every tree that grows. 
There is also a glass conservatory 387 feet in 
length, U 2 in breadth, 67 in height, covered 
by 76,000 square feet of glass, and warmed by 
seven miles of pipes conveying hot water.— 
One plant Was obtained from India by a spec- 
ial messenger, and is valued at $19,000. One 
of the fountains near the house plays 276 feet 
high, said to be the highest jet in the world,— 
Chatsworth contains 3,500 acres, but tho Duke 
owns 96,000 acres in the county ofDorbyshire. 
Within, tho entire is one vast scene of paintings, 
sculpture, mosaic work, carved wo inseoting, and 
nli the elegances and luxuries within the reach 
of almost boundless wealth and highly refined 
taste.

TU Tax Bill for 1929 

And What Go,, Out Today 

Almost deserving now of being 
called a curious ancient document 
is the Fulton tax bill for 1929, which 
has on its back the city budget far 
that year. In it appears a $16, OX) 
appropriation for the charity fund, 
and one of $1,500 for child welfaie, 
a total of $17,500. The 1936 budget 
includes $54,590 under the heading 
"Welfare," $4,382 for old age relief 
and $5,000 for veterans' relief. That 
$63,000 total is only a bookkeeper's 
figure, moreover. It takes no ac-i 
count of special additional appro- 1 
priations to be made as surely this 
year as they were made last year. 

Since May, 1&32, when the TEKA 
started to keep relief figures, more 
than $1,433,113.57 has been spent on 
relief in Fulton. In the eight months 
of that year covered by the figures, 
$114,847,65 was spent by the city 
and State together. In 1933 the total 
was $349,511.95. In 1934 it was $346,- 
082.01. In the period November- 
March, 1933-1934, the CWA poured 
$226,282.26 more into the city. In 
1935 relief costs mounted while in- 
dustrial employment was going up, 
and $351,473.33, In the first two 
months of this year, the relief c" 1 -* 
was $44,916.37.

How come? 

One obvious explanation would 
be that the population of the city 
had increased greatly. This, how- 
ever, does not seem to be the case. 
The 1930 census gave Fulton 12,462. 
The Fulton Club now estimates the 
population at 13,000, and when a 
chamber of commerce understates 
its town's population, the president 
may be expected to go out and bite 
a dog any next moment. The city 
directory accepts the 13,000 figure, 
although it records a net gain of 
more than 1,500 names in the 1935|jj, 
directory, compared witb tiiat offfe 
1932; many of these, however, are 
said tc have been added by a more 
accurate canvass. James Lanigan, 
manager of the Fulton Light, Heat 
i Power Company, on the basis of 
that accurate index of population, 
electrical connections, believes the 
increase to have been no more than 
500, if that. The TERA made an 
attempt at a census in 1934 and 
emerged with a figure, 12,564. 

It does not seem that greater 
population can be the sole explana- 
tion, nor even a very important 
contributor to the whole explana- 
tion, or the paradoxical double 
gain. 

The inquirer seems to be about 
back where he started; somewhere 
between West Third street North 
and North Third street. There is, 
it might be mentioned, something 
of a, sensible explanation for that 
multiplicity of similar streets.

Miss 
Agnes A. Frazier, secretary of the 
Fulton Club, says that probably not 
more than 500 of those employed 
come from outside the city. 

The reason for the Fulton para- 
dox is, like so many things human, 
a complex one, but here's some- 
thing significant. The number of 
persons on relief went skyhooting 
up to a high point in the spring 
of 1934. That was really a book- 
keeping rise; it came when the 
CWA was discontinued, and all 
those on the CWA rolls were trans- 
ferred momentarily to local rolls be- 
fore being dropped. The decline 
almost as sharp as the rise had been 
to a peak of close to 1,200 relief 
cases. The line didn't, however, 
go so far down as it had come up. 
since CWA have th. ; rc be?r, sc 
ilief cases in Fulton as there 
were before, even though Che pre- 
vious period Includes what is gen- 
erally conceded to be the bottom 
of the depression, black 1932, 

One explanation advanced for 
this is that early in the bad times 
there were savings and other re- 
sources which its prolongation ex- 
hausted. There's another; persons 
who received aid from the CWA, 
and worked or seemed to work for 
what they got, ceased to think it 
disgraceful to go on relief. Here's 
just a local symptom of the nature 
of the change: In 1929, the Fulton 
city budget contained an appropri- 
ation labeled "Charity Fund." In 
1932 that designation had been 
changed to "Poor Fund." In 1934 
it was "Welfare Fund-" and so it 
remains.

Small City of Large 
Industry Shares Gains 
With Rural Hinterland

FULTON, CITY OF industrial enterprise, has few employment 

problems. 

Known throughout the world for its products, today it supplies 
jobs for half its population. A city of 13,903 it is the home of at least 
16 major manufacturing companies. 

To an outsider, Fulton is not picturesque. Its horizon is spotted 
with bleak outlines of factories, its sky is ofttimes clouded with the 
smoke of round-the-clock industry. 

As many as 5,700 inhabitants work in the city's Industries. An 
additional labor source numbering thousands comes from stores and 
business allied with the maintenance of an expanding community. 

A Chamber of Commerce bulletin shows that during December 
payrolls of 16 plants totaled $1,767,453 for 5,514 employes. 

Much of this payroll too is turned over in the city's own stores 
and entertainment establishments, helping to establish a high standard 
of living, in contrast to many other cities of similar size.

They voyaged up the Hudson, 
along the Mohawk and into the 



lakes and streams, in canoes and 
flat bottomed boats called "ba- 
teaux." Often it was necessary to 
carry boats where there was no 
navigable passage. 

Last of these portages between 
the Atlantic and the Great Lakes 
was the waterfalls on the Oswego 
River. It became known as Oswego 
Falls, and settlers there earned a 
living by aiding travelers past the 
falls. 

OSWEGO FALLS, the doorway to 

the West, later grew to be Fulton. 

First white man to live perma- 
nently in Oswego Falls was Daniel 
Masters, a blacksmith, who moved 
there in 1793. He repaired boats and 
made carts to carry boats around 
the waterfall. 

English and Dutch fur traders 
used the Oswego River early in the 
18th Century and business at Os 
wego prospered. 

The French, however, at times in 



terrupted this trade. The English 
later )>uilt a fort at Oswego, and 
used the river to transport supplies. 
In 1V54 the French and Indian 
war began, and two years later, 
occurred the famous fight of Battle 
Islanci, near what is now Fulton. 

COL, BRADSTREET of the Brit- 
ish Aimy was returning to Os- 
wego vith fewer than 200 soldiers. 
When he reached this vicinity, a 
force of 1,100 French, Indians and 
Canad ans ambushed the column of 
boats. 

After an hour's battle, the enemy 
was repulsed and during the night 
200 replacements arrived from Os- 
wego. The enemy retreated but 
a heay rain prevented pursuit by 
Col. Iradstreet. 

Durng the French and Indian 
war the portage was a strategic 
point and a stockade was built in 
1756. In 1759 a more substantial

fort was uilt by Sir Willia 
Johnson.

IN 1825, THE State Legislator J 

appropriated $160,000 for the be! 
ginning of a canal and the corneii 
stone for the first lock at Fulton' 
was laid July 4, 1826. The original \ 
canal was finished in 1828 at an ex- 1 
pense of $525,000. 

Fulton was incorporated April I 
29, 1835. It developed rapidly and 
finally was incorporated as a city 
with Oswego Falls. 

Today it has a paid fire depart- 
ment of 14 men, a police depart- 
ment of 18 men and a hospital 
staffed by competent physicians 
and nurses. 

IT IS ALSO the home of a lively 

radio station, WSCS, the voice of 
Oswego County and a weekly 
paper, the Fulton Patriot.

meeting, all of which had been surmounted. — 
The prospects of the Society at the present 
time was represented as flattering. Mr. Jud- 
son, (as those acquainted with the condition of 
the Society at the time he was called to preside 
over it, well know,) has had a Herculean task 
to perform. He succeeded, in our estimation, 
with much credit to himself and the entire sat- 
»isfaction of the Society. Au important part of 
the business of the meeting, was tho revision of 
the Constitution and the adoption of a <-ode of 
By-Laws. A New Constitution, &<:., was re-

Fulton was selected as the place for holding 
tho next Annual Fair, Cattle Show, Plowing 
Match, &c, &c, providing our citizens will as- 
sume the responsibility of providing and fitting 
up suitable grounds, buildings for exhibitions, 
Ac. We think we can safely pledge Fulton in 
that respect. The character and liberality of 
her citizens, are too well known to admit of a 
doubt. We appeal to our citizens, when the 
time comes, to sustain the good opinion formed 
of them by their neighbors. 

With regard to the utility of such organiza- 
tions, when efficient and well conducted, we 
think there can be but little doubt. Every 
thing that creates an interest in, and has a ten- 
dency to improve the state of agriculture, is a 
blessing to the community. We should be glad 
to seo a more general interest manifested by all 
•classes, and especially by the practical farmers 
of our County, in this Society. 

One idea, however, has suggested itself to 
a*, which we will present. Is not the field 
covered by the Couuty Society too large for 
convenience ? Are there not conflicting inter- 
ests and feelings occasioning difficulties, that 
might be obviated by a, division of tho County 
into two Societies, thus rendering each more ef- 
" ficient and practical? In order to do the full- 
est amount of good possible, it is important that 
the farmers and artizans of the remotest towns 
should be interested, and that that interest 
should be sustained. Hannibal, Sandy Creek, 
' Constants, &c,, have just as much claims on 
the Society, as Volney, Mexico or Oswego. — 
"Yet by their remoteness from the places where 
• the Annual Fairs and business meetings way be 
held, are deprived of their benefits, or their 
members compelled to sustain an onerous bur- 
' den. Suppose an annual Fair should be held 
in Hannibal, one of the first farming towns in 
the county, and by her contributions and mem- 
bership shs may be entitled to that privilege, 
how many of the farmers of Sandy Creek would 
be able to attend and compete for the prizes. — 
And the reverse; should tho Fair be held in 
Sandy Creek, or even Pulaski, the. Western 
and South-western extremes of the county are 
cot off. Neat stock, Swine, Sheep, &c, can 
not be driven 30 and 40 miles in hot weather 
without great injury and a trouble that farm- 
ers will not undertake for the slight induce- 
ments offered. We will suppose the County 
So-cisi i resolved into two distinct organizations, 
taking for their respective limits, what is com- 
monly denominated " Jury Districts." In 
the Western Society there would not be a town 
included, in which there could not be held a 
Fair without much inconv3r.ienoe to the others. 
Should the Fair be held at Hanuibalville, there 
ale plank roads leading to it from every other 
extremity, and the distance is not great. Should 
'it be held in Palermo, Phoenix, Oswego, Scriba 
Corners, New Haven, or elsewhere, tho same is 
true. Fultop would bo the most central point, 
and would be accessible to and from the ex- 
tremes. And what would be true of the West- 
ern jurisdiction would also be true of the East- 
ern. Could such an arrangement take place 
amicablV; we opino that.more men would be en- 
listed ia sustaining each, than are now annually 
members of the existing Society. The Fairs 
would bo better: sustained and attended, and 
!ne ephere'.of usefulness would be greatly ex- 
U*d«d sad perpetuated. We think so, because 



I we know that a 'armer dislikes to pay his mon- 
| ey for an, 'enterprise, when the chances are that 
I the Operations of that enterprise are liable to 
bo carried so far from bis residence that it will 
be impossible for him to participate in theme, in 
without serious inconvenience and burdensome 
expense.

Scientific Lectures. 

~R«v.-iVl* Mattison commenced ui» auuu- 
al Course of Lectures on Astronomy, at the 
Seminary, on Wedneiday of this week. His 
class consists of sixty-eight students, besides 
citizens not attending school. Prof. M. has a 
Refracting Telescope, of considerable power, 
through whi«h, when the weather is favorable, 
tho members of his class are treated to telescopic 
views of the Heavenly Bodies. The present 
course of eight lectures is to be followed by an- 
other of the same number, upon Natural Phil- 
osophy, accompanied by experiments. Five 
hundred dollars v.orth of new apparatus has 
been purchased during the past year, by Prof> 
Mattison, which will afford him rare facilities 
for illustrating his Lectures. 

Such bourses of Lectures are not .only ex- 
tremely : tn„ resting and instructive to citizens 
who may attend them, but must be of great 
utility in an Institution of Learning, in facili- 
tating the progress and perfecting the knowl- 
edge of students, in those sublime studies.

Small City of Large 
Industry Shares Gains 
With Rural Hinterland! 

By LAURENCE LOHMANN 
FULTON, CITY OF industrial enterprise, has few employment 

problems. 

Known throughout the world for its products, today it supplies: 
jobs for half its population. A city of 13,903 it is the home ot at least 
16 major manufacturing companies. 

To an outsider, Fulton is not picturesque. Its horizon is spotted 
■with bleak outlines of factories, its sky is ofttimes clouded with the 
smoke of round-the-clock industry. 

As many as 5,700 inhabitants work in the city's Industries. An 
additional labor source numbering thousands comes from stores and 
business allied with the maintenance of an expanding community. 

A Chamber of Commerce bulletin shows that during December 
payrolls of 16 plants totaled $1,767,453 for 5,514 employes. 

Much of this payroll too is turned over in the city's own stores 
and entertainment establishments, helping to establish a high standard 
of living, in contrast to many other cities of similar size.

In W54 the French and Indian 
war bfrgan, and two years later, 
occuri'f d the famous fight of Battle 
Island, near what is now Fulton. 

COL BRADSTREET of the Brit- 
ish Ajmy was returning to Os- 
wego vith fewer than 200 soldiers. 
When he reached this vicinity, a 
force of 1,100 French, Indians and 
Canad ans ambushed the column of 
boats. 

After an hour's battle, the enemy 
was repulsed and during the night 
200 replacements arrived from Os- 
wego. The enemy retreated but 
a heavy rain prevented pursuit by 
Col. Iradstreet. 

Dur ng the French and Indian 
war the portage was a strategic 
point and a stockade was built in 
1756. In 1759 a more substantial 



fort was uilt by Sir Willia 
Johnson. 

A law of 1784 established tl 
falls as a state reservation and I 
1810, 30,000 barrels of salt a yeA 
were shipped through the portag.\ 

IN 1825, THE State Legislator' 

appropriated $160,000 for the be 
ginning of a canal and the cornei 
stone for the first lock at Fulton 
was laid July 4, 1826. The original 
canal was finished in 1828 at an ex- 
pense of $525,000. 

Fulton was incorporated April 
29, 1835. It developed rapidly and 
finally was incorporated as a city 
with Oswego Falls. 

Today it has a paid fire depar f 
ment of 14 men, a police depart 
ment of 18 men and a hospital 
staffed by competent physicians 
and nurses.

The unfortunate author of it, and ill 
fated victim, whose forfeiture of life has 
already been scaled in blood, was one of 
the deluded vortaries of an expedition 
into Canada; having for its origin a 
strange and unaccountable emotion of 
human indiscretion, which, to a great 
and fearful extent, has prevaded a large 
portion of the public mind in this coun- 

From a perusal of this letter, it will 
he perceived that he, like other self-sacri- 
ficed devotees, who were hastened to the 
tomb befere him, regrets when to late, 
the fatal delusion which inciting causes 
liad thrown around his mind and impell- 
ed him to an act so desperate, so lawless, 
and so rash. With deep contrition and 
most hitter reflections, he seems to de- 
plore that fatuity of mind which lured 
him from the enjoyments of his family, 
to the perils of an unjustifiable invasion 
of a ne-ghboring province, whose gov- 
ernment was in perfect peace and amity 
with his own. 

When the improvident step had

I wish you to make such ar- 
rangements for the future benefit of our 
children as may appear to you most 
prudent and wise. Inform my dear sons 
Jacoh and Joseph, that it is the last re. 
quest of their afflicted father, that they 
will give to their mother and the smaller 
children all the help in their power, and 
endeavor to make your latter days as 
pleasant, and your passage to the tomb 
as easy as possible. I shall not fail to 
take your advice, to seek often our Lord 
and Savious Jesus Christ. It 
somewhat to mitigate my fears and lessen 
the gloom of the prison, to read your 
kind letter in which I learn that you do 
fervently pray for my soul's salvation.
